With 
a colleague, | had gone out and broken in on his 
usual seclusion for a particular reason—for it 
is an unwritten law that newspaper men shal! 
not violate his sanctuary, a rule that they keep 
faithfully. 

Mr. King was seated at a desk writing when 
we walked in on him.

He had only to turn his head to take 
in that gracious setting of lawn, trees, and lake. 
There was a coolness in the air, and on the open 
hearth burned a fire of logs. After welcoming 
us, the prime minister's first act was to throw 
|/on a couple of faggots from the big box which 
flanked the fire. 

Mr, King accepted our apologies for the in 
trusion. Indeed he gave the impression that he 
was warmly glad we had come. The matter of 
our visit was quickly disposed of and we rose to 
| 80. But Mr. King would not hear of it, until he 
had shown us “the place.” 

“I’m very fond of it,” he said simply. 

So he led us first through his own 
house; first of all the sitting room where 


There is scarcely a schoolboy, even of the pres 
ent generation, who has not heard of Hawarden, 
his estate in Cheshire, where the Grand Old Man 
used to cut down trees for a pastime.
